LONDON, June 27 (AFP). — An assassination attempt 
against Ugandan President Idi Amin took place on 
June 18 near Bayita Babira, 3 kms. from Entebbe on the 
road to Kampala, the Observer newspaper confirmed 
here yesterday. The report, citing one of the participants 
in the attack, said the president's car was hit by a 
Bazooka shell which killed the driver and a bodyguard 
seated in front. The president, who was sitting in the 
back seat, reportedly opened fire with a revolver before 
being wounded, probably in his left arm, the Observer 
said. President Amin was later evacuated by his escort. 
Tne paper said the conspirators were believed to be 
members of Bantu tribes from southern Uganda in the 
air force and army and some members of the president's 
own Bakwa tribe.

Djibouti signs defence 
pact with France 


DJIBOUTI, June 27 (AFP). — 
The last French colony in Afri- 
ca, Djibouti, which gained its 
independence at midnight last 
night, today signed wide-rang- 
ing agreements, including a mi- 
litary defence pact, with the 
outgoing colonial power . 

French Cooperation Minister 
Robert Galley, who signed a 
treaty of friendship and coop- 
eration and a series of econo- 
mic and military agreements 
with Djibouti's first president, 
fi I -year-old Hassan Gnuled, said 
later that France will maintain 
n 4,500-man military force in 
the f-fom-of-Africa port. 

They will be at the disposal 
of the Djibouti government, av- 
ailable to intervene on the new 
territory's part should it hecn- 
m» the victim of an aggression. 
Mr. Galley said. He stressed 
that such intervention would 
only be at the request of the 
new Djibouti authorities. 

At a press conference also 
attended by French Secretary 
•if State for Overseas Territo- 
ries. Olivier Stirn. Mr. Galley 
called for an end "once and for 
all" in all foreign intervention 
in Africa. 

French policy in Africa was 
inspired by a search for peace 
;tnd cooperation and respect for 
their partners' sovereignty and 
political option. Mr. Galley 
said. 

He warned the Djibouti pen- 
pie of the dangers inherent in 
'heir geographical location at 
the mouth of the Red Sea and 
thus the Suez Canal. 

In occupied Jerusalem tnday 
an Israeli Foreign Ministry spo- 
kesman said Israel assumed 
Djibouti will observe internati- 
onal laws on maritime and na- 
vigational freedom. 

Israeli commentators have 
said that although th* Djibou- 
ti authorities stood to lose con- 
siderable revenue by a boycott 
of Israeli ships, Arab countries, 
particularly Saudi Arabia and 
Egypt, were putting pressure 
on the newly-indepcndent state. 

In Cairo today Arab League 
Secretary General Mahmoud 
Riad said Djibouti had submit- 
ted its official application for 
membership of the pan-Arab 
organisation. It will be exami- 
ned at the League Council me- 
eting set for Sept. 3, but Mr. 
Riad said Djibouti fulfilled all 
membership requirements ex- 
cept that «»f having Arabic as 
its official language. 

Meanwhile the administrative 
council for the Arab Develop- 
ment Fund in Africa is to me- 
et in Algiers on July 9 to con- 
sider possible technical aid to 
Djibouti and other African sta- 
les, the Middle East News Age- 
ncy reported in Cairo.

(OAU). as its 49th member, du- 
ring a current pre-summit mi- 
nisterial meeting now being 
held in Libreville.

OAU meet

LIBREVILLE, June 27 (R). — 
Djibouti today became the 49th 
member of the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU) within 
hours of achieving independen- 
ce from 115 years of French 
colonial rule. 

The OAU Ministerial Com- 
mittee, preparing for the or- 
ganisation's summit next mon- 
th, hnwever challenged France’s 
continued presence in the In- 
dian ocean island of Mayotte.

mmittee had urged that efforts 
should he made to "liberate 
Mayotte from France." 

Dr. Onu said the council he- 
ard appeals for member states 
to give economic assistance to 
what he described as a "New 
baby bom today." 

A similar appeal was voiced 
in the political committee for 
the Comoro Republic, which is 
trying to bring Mayotte under 
Its control. 

Dr. Onu said the political 
committee had decided a seven 
member commission set up at 
last year's OAU summit in Ma- 
uritius should meet ns soon as 
possible to deal with the ques- 
tion.

China. however, used the 
occasion to denounce the So- 
viet Union’s "criminal acts” in 
the Red Sea region. 

Observers saw as significant 
the fact that the Chinese me- 
ssage. which described Djibou- 
ti’s independence as a victory 
over French colonialism after 
a long, hard fight, was sent 
yesterday, even before the dec- 
laration of actual independen- 
ce. in an unusually early co- 
ngratulatory message. 

SUAREZ, SOCIALISTS 
DISAGREE 
ON REFORM 

MADRID, June 27 (R). — Spa- 
nish Prime Minister Adolfo Su- 
arez and Socialist leader Fe- 
lipe Gonzalez conferred today 
for the first time since general 
Hectmns in which their parties 
wun most of the votes. 

An immediate issue on which 
I hey differed was administrati- 
ve reform, informed sources 
said. 

Prime Minisler Suarez wan- 
ted to scrap some old minis- 
tries and bring in new ones 
before forming a government. 

But Senor Gonzalez felt such 
an impurtant question should 
br left to the new twn-house 
parliament to decide. 

A major change envisaged 
by Senor Suarez is the creation 
n/ a defence ministry and eli- 
mination of the three separate 
army, air and navy ministries. 
This would carry further the 
government’s efforts to depoli- 
ticise the armed forces. 

Even within his coalition, ca- 
lled the Democratic Centre Un- 
ion (UDC), Prime Minister Su- 
arez came up against organisa- 
tional problems. 

He had wanted to weld the 
group of Christian Democrats. 
Liberals and Social Democrats 
into a single party to fight the 
Socialists effectively in parlia- 
ment. 

But UCD sources said agree- 
ment had been reached to form 
only a parliamentary union - . 
not a party -- because Social 
Democrats led by Senor Fran- 
cisco Fernandez Ordonez did 
not wane to lose their identi- 
ty. 

The Social Democrats agreed 
to sign a document tomorrow 
setting up the union and pro- 
mising to continue working for 
the formation of "an integrat- 
ed party." 

Delay in forming the new 
government has already arou- 
sed criticism in the Spanish 
press that serious economic 
problems may not be tackled 
until after the summer holi- 
days. 

A secret society of Spanish 
military officers which opposed 
the authoritarian regime of the 
late Gen. Franco meanwhile di- 
ssolved itself, saying the first 
free elections in 41 years had 
opened the way to genuine de- 
mocracy. 

The Democratic Military Un- 
ion (UMD) called on King Juan 
Carlos and the government to 
restore lo the army nine of its 
members court-martial led last 
year on charges of plotting a 
coup.

Intensity of fighting in south 
Lebanon increases sharply 


BEIRUT, June 27 (R). — Israel 
has begun granting transit fac- 
ilities to rightwing Lebanese 
troops in south Lebanon, whe- 
re civil war fighting has in- 
creased sharply In the past four 
days, reliable diplomatic sour- 
ces here said today. 

They said rightist troops 
commanded by a Maj. Suad 
Haddad had twice within less 
than a week, moved into the 
border village of Kfar Shouba, 
about 1 km. from the Israeli- 
occupied Golan Heights. 

Haddad is supreme comman- 
der of a 12 kms. long right- 
wing enclave along the Israeli 
border that has been cut off 
from supply routes through 
Lebanese territory since an of- 
fensive last April by opposing 
Lebanese leftist and Palestin- 
ian forces. 

The sources said the only 
way for the embattled rightists 
in the enclave to reach Kfar 
Shouba was through Israel and 
the Golan Heights. 

Travellers from the south 
said Maj. Haddad had visited 


Kfar Shouba at the weekend, 
exhorting villagers to report 
the presence of "saboteurs” -- 
the rightwing tern for Palest? 
r.ian commandos. 

Travellers said that two fronts 
in south Lebanon were ablaze 
this morning as Israeli backed 
rightist gunners traded heavy 
artillery shells with their ad- 
versaries. 

The travellers said at least 
eight people were wounded and 
several houses damaged when 
a right wing 175 mm gun poun- 
ded the market town of Naba- 
tiyeh. Non-Lebanese military 
sources say the gun - - the hea- 
viest in the civil war arsenal - - 
was supplied by Israel and is 
manned by Israeli trained ri- 
ghtists. 

The shelling cut the power 
line serving Nabatiyeh, the tra- 
vellers said. Concentrated fire 
on the outskirts of the town 
made repairs impossible. 

The military sources said- that 
artillery exchanges and ground 
fighting in the south had in- 
tensified considerably in the 


Dayan prepares Israeli 
plan to be presented 
by Begin to Carter 


TEL AVIV, June 27 (Agencies) 
— An Israeli newspaper said 
today that Foreign Minisler 
Moshe Dayan had worked out 
a plan fur an interim pc-acp 
with the Arab countries under 
which Israel would continue 
to hold on lo the occupied We- 
st Bank. 

The newspaper Yedioi Ah- 
aronot said Mr. Dayan deve- 
loped his plan in view of Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin's 
meeting with President Carter 
in Washington next month -- 
his first since Laking office af- 
ter the recent Israeli elections. 

Mr. Dayan believed Israel sh- 
ould take the political initia- 
tive during Mr. Begin's talks 
with Mr. Caner. the paper 
added. 

Israel should propose an in- 
terim arrangement whereby it 
would continue to hold the We- 
st Bank, prcsumbiy pendirg 
the working out of a final pe- 
ace agreement. 

The Dayan proposal repor- 
tedly rejects any "division" of 
the West Bank between Israel 
and Jordan and makes a clear 
distinction between “Palestin- 
ian refugees" living on the We- 
st Bank and those residents in 
the area who never left their 
homes. 

Under the Dayan plan, the 
“refugees” would be covered 
by a separate solution involv- 
ing indemnities, for example, 
while the other group would 
retain their links with Jordan 
and Jordanian citizenship. 

The newspaper said Mr. Da- 
yan's plan also included new 
defence arrangements in Si- 
nai and the Golan Heights un- 
der additional interim peace 


agreements with Egypt nnd h’— 
ria, no details were given. 

The newspaper di-1 not say 
whether Israel would be pre- 
pared Lo make further with- 
drawals in these occupied terr- 
itories beyond those «-arned 
out under the previous tiirv 
interim arrangements since the 
1973 Middle East war.

British plan to 
send force to

U.S. State Department 
says Israel should 
pull out of W. 



WASHINGTON, June 27 (R). 
— The Carter administration 
said today that Israel would 
have to withdraw from the oc- 
cupied West Bank as part of 
any durable Middle East pea- 
ce settlement. 

Making clear the administ- 
ration’s differences with Isra- 
el's new Likud government, 
the State Department said the 
withdrawal also would have to 
encompass the Golan Heights 
of Syria, the Egyptian Sinai 
and the Gaza Strip. The with- 
drawal would be in return for 
a durable peace that included 
steps towards normalisation of 
relations. 

The spokesman. Mr. Hodd- 
ing Carter, said not to nego- 
tiate a withdrawal from all th- 
ese fronts contravened U.N. 
Secretary Council resolution 
242, which was agreed by all 
parties following the Middle 
East war of June, 1967, as the 
basis for peace talks. 

U.S. officials said the state- 
ment was issued in the name 
of the full Carter administra- 
tion and reflected its concern 
at recent statements by Isra- 
eli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan. 

"Within the terms of resolu- 
tion 242, in return for this 
kind of peace, Israel clearly 
should withdraw from occupi- 
ed territories." the statement 
said. 

"We consider that, this reso- 
lution means withdrawal on all 
four fronts of the Middle East 
-- that is, Sinai, Golan, West 
Bank and Gaza -- with the ex- 
act borders and other arrange- 
ments being agreed in the ne- 
gotiations." 

The spokesman said the ne- 
gotiations would have to be 
held without any preconditions 
from any side. 

"This means, no territories 
- - including the West Eanfc 
are automatically excluded 
from the items to be negotia- 
ted." 

To exclude any territories, 
he said, would be contradic- 
tory to the principle of nego- 
tiations without preconditions 
and not conform to the spirit 
oF resolution 242. 

The officials noted that Mr. 
Begin had said some of the 
territories occupied by Israel 
during the 1967 war, including 
the West Bank, were excluded 
at the beginning from those te- 
rritories that would be the 
subject of negotiations. 

The toughly worded statem- 
ent came as the State Depart- 
ment confirmed reports that 
the administration had decided 
to authorise Si 15 million in 
new arms for Israel. 

It reaffirmed the administra- 
tion's adherence to resolution 
242 as the basis for the peace 
negotiations. It said both sides 
would have to make "difficult 
compromises” and added, “we 
are not asking for one sided 
concessions from anyone." 

But in its reference to the 
Arab concessions, the stateme- 
nt was much less explicit th- 
an previous outlines of U.S. 
policy, calling for “a kind of 
peace which produces confid- 
ence in its durability." 

The administration said the 
peace it referred to implied 
security arrangements on all 
fronts satisfactory to all par- 
ties to guarantee established 
borders.

"This is an attempt to pro- 
vide a hit of window-dressing 
in advance of the Begin visir," 
the source commented. "This is 
peanuts." 

U.S. military sources also 
noted that major miliiary re- 
quest from Israel, involving 
such weapons a the F-I6 figh- 
ter. have noL been approved 
by Mr. Carter. 

Mr. Carter has been criti- 
cised recently in some congre- 
ssional quarters for not being 
more forthcoming in aiding 
the Israelis. 


King Hussein to visit 
Egypt this week 


CAIRO, June 27 (R). — His 
Majesty King Hussein will pay 
a one-day visit to Egypt this 
week for talks on the Middle 
East crisis, the Middle East 
News Agency said today. 

The Jordanian Ambassador 
in Cairo, Zukan A1 Hindawi, 
said that the King's visit would 
take place before President An- 
war Sadat’s departure to Libre- 
ville next Saturday for the Af- 
rican summit conference in Ga- 


bon, the agency reported. 

He said the talks between 
King Hussein and President Sa- 
dat would deal with the coor- 
dinating of Arab policy on the 
Middle East before the visit 
of U.S. Secretary of State Cy- 
rus Vance to the area next 
month.

Sadat: To hell with 
Russian weapons! 


CAIRO, Juno 27 (R). — Egypt- 
ian President Anwar Sadat has 
resumed attacks on the Soviet 
Union by accusing the Kremlin 
of trying to attach strings to 
the sale of weapons in the past. 

He also described communi- 
sts in Egypt as "traitors, pu- 
ppets and agents" of the So- 
viet Union during a speech to 
newspaper editors at Alexand- 
ria yesterday.

"The hell with Soviet wea- 
pons, I reject any strings att- 
ached . . . nobody can impose 
his will upon us," Mr. Sadat 
said in a reference to his first 
visit to Moscow after he be- 
came president in 197J. 

Egyptian newspapers stopp- 
ed attacking the Soviet Union 
shortly before talks in Moscow 
earlier this month between fo- 


reign ministers of the two cou- 
ntries. 

An Information Ministry sp- 
okesman said last week that 
no progress had been made on 
improving bilateral relations 
and President Sadat's remarks 
appeared to dampen further 
any such prospects. 

Mr. Sadat said Moscow had

"Do the Americans impose 
such conditions on Israel when 
they give them the Phantoms."

President Sadat ordered So- 
viet military advisers out of the 
country in 1972 and last year 
he abrogated a friendship pact 
with the Soviet Union.

An Egyptian Foreign Minis- 
try spokesman, commenting on 
calls by the Libyan Jamahiri- 
yah and North Yemen for an 
Arab summit, said last week 
"There was nothing new or ur- 
gent to necessitate the holding 
of a summit conference.” 

Arab League officials said 
last Wednesday that in addi- 
tion to the PLO, Kuwait and 
South Yemen have agreed to 
the summit calls while Iraq has 
made its agreement contingent 
on preparations to ensure the 
success of the meeting. 

Calls for summit meetings 
came following last month's vi- 


ctory of the rightwing Likud 
bloc in the Israeli general elec- 
tions. 

Mr. Kaddoumi said “Egypt 
as the biggest Arab force and 
Arab country plays the basic 
role in the holding nf the Arab 
summit... and we are for the 
summit meeting at any place 
to be agreed upon by oil Arabs 
foremost of them being Egypt," 
Wafa added. 

Mr. Kaddoumi said the PLO 
was still in favour of continued 
dialogue with Jordan over fu- 
ture relations, but was against 
the proposed United Arab Kin- 
gdom between Jordan and the 
West Bank. 

He said reasons which ma- 
de Palestinians reject the Uni- 
ted Kingdom proposal were 
that "There must be a Pales- 
tinian identity under which ge- 
nerations can struggle. This 
identity can only exist with the 
creation of an independent Pa- 
lestinian state," Wafa added. 

He recalled the meeting in 
Cairo last March between His 
Majesty King Hussein and PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat, adding : 
“And no doubt it was agreed at 
this meeting to postpone the 
formula for relations until the 
West Bank comes under our 
hands and until the Zionist ar- 
my withdraws from the occu- 
pied Arab territories.” 
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Knesset member 
from New York 

Senator Jacob Javits (Republican, New York), a 
traditional and unwavering supporter of Israel in the 
U.S. Congress, is suffering from confusion -- the 
man seems to think he is in fact a member of the 
Israeli Knesset 

Mr. Javits latest statement, that Mr. Carter’s 
Middle East peace proposals are endangering the role 
of the United States as a mediator in the Arab-Israeli 
conflict and are increasing the probability of another 
war in the region, indicate more than a difference 
of opinion with Mr. Carter. 

Mr. Javits argues that the U.S. president is ask- 
ing too much of Israel, that he is over-reaching and 
that his terms are unrealistic. In fact, Mr. Javits could 
turn out to be right, not because Mr. Carter is barking 
up the wrong tree, but because Mr. Javits and other 
pro-Israeli congressmen like him could make Mr. 
Carter's terms unrealistic through their personal in- 
tervention against the American president in Con- 
gress. 

A man acting as a mouthpiece for the Likud bloc 
in the U.S. Senate cannot be mistaken for an objective 
spokesman. The question that should be debated by 
the U.S. Congress following Mr. Javits’ statement is 
just who does the New York senator represent - - his 
constituency or Israel? Does his statement reflect 
the views of a good segment of the American Jewish 
community or is he trying to lead that community 
into supporting the new Israeli government under Mr. 
Menachem Begin ? 

There is nothing unrealistic about the U.S. asking 
Israel to withdraw from the occupied Arab territories. 
The United States could answer all of Israel's argu- 
ments as to why it shouldn’t pull back its forces. The 
obvious stumbling block to peace is Israel's desire 
to annex Arab territory. 

It is adamantly clear that total Israeli with- 
drawal, recognition of permanent borders for Israel 
and self-determination for the Palestinians are the 
nucleus of the only viable solution for the Middle 
East problem. To say as much, as JVIr. Carter has 
done, is not to raise undue Arab hopes or to lead 
them down the path of frustration. It is Mr. Javits 
who is out to frustrate both the Arabs and President 
Carter, not for the sake of a just solution or for the 
interests of his country (which, incidentally, happens 
to be the United States of America.) He is doing it to 
humour the Israelis - -no matter how extreme the 
demands of the Israeli government. So much for the 
New York senator's objectivity. 

It is clear that a Middle East peace settlement 
will not see the light of day unaided. For it to come 
about, pressure will have to be applied on the intran- 
sigent party (in this case Israel) to be more reason- 
able. Mr. Javits is not only making that task difficult, 
he is actually encouraging Israel’s new hawkish lead- 
ers to be unreasonable - - and God knows they need 
no encouragement 

Mr. Javits is doing both the United States and 
Israel a disservice. He should first decide where his 
allegiances lie. If he feels he should be representing 
the Israeli people, he does not belong in the U.S. 
Senate. 


PRESS COMMENTARY 


Jordanian dailies Monday co- 
mmented on the situation in 
southern Lebanon and Djibou- 
ti’s independence. 

AL RA’I compares the com- 
plexity of the situation in sou- 
thern Lebanon to a spider's 
web. The paper said that the 
Israeli artillery which is con- 
tinuously shelling south Leba- 
non and other Israeli activities 
make the south, if not under 
occupation, under complete Is- 
raeli control. Israel controls the 
fighting there and is laying the 
foundation for a "bridge” into 
the rest of the Arab World. 

Due to the continuous Isra- 
eli artillery and the civil war 
in the south the people are em- 
igrating to Beirut. 

The paper brings to our at- 
tention tnat under such circu- 
mstances south Lebanon forms 
one of the major front lines 
with Israel. While the situation 
in south Lebanon is deteriora- 
ting and the Arab nation is dis- 
persed the Israeli terrorists, Le 
the Likud, are looking for a 
loop hole by which they can 
change the status quo and cr- 
eate a new one that will call 
for new UN. resolutions more 
appealing to them than the 
previous ones. 

The paper concludes that the 
Israelis will surprise Syria with 
an attack from south Leba- 
non. South Lebanon forms a da- 
ngerous point from which the 
enemy can hit more than one 
target It is also a sensitive 
spot where Arab and non-Arab 
conflicts erupt, hiding behind 
the different contestants in the 
Lebanese Civil War. More than 
anything, south Lebanon is a 
dangerous spot which threatens 


Israel and torture: A 
Sunday Times report 


EDITOR’S NOTE : On June 19, 1977 THE SUNDAY TIMES ran a detailed inquiry by 
the Insight team into the use of torture by Israel on Arab detainees in the occupied 
territories. 

“Insight has questioned 44 Arabs who claim to have been ill-treated or tortured. 
Most of them still live in the occupied areas and some are willing to be named. We 
have tape recorded 110,000 words of testimony, and obtained corroboration wher- 
ever possible. Because the findings contradict official denials (by Israel) the evidence 
is set out in considerable detail... ** THE SUNDAY TIMES says on its front page. 

It continues “The practices we have examined have occurred throughout the ten 
years of Israeli occupation ; our evidence spans this period, the last base being in 
December 1967. There is no reason to believe It has ceased : the allegations are 
continuing.” 

We continue with the story of Ghassan Harb, the 37 year-old Palestinian intel- 
lectual and journalist from Ramaiiah, detained for two-and-a-half years without trial. 


Harb learned . that he had 
been arrested because, as an 
admitted communist, he was 
suspected of complicity in ar- 
med resistance on the West 
Bank. He had joined the Com- 
munist Party as a schoolboy in 
Ramaiiah, then part of Jordan. 
The Jordanian government had 
banned the party and in 1957 
Harb was arrested. He was 17. 
With other party members he 
spend the next eight years in 
prison. 

An amnesty finally released 
him and, during the 1967 war, 
Harb was studying economics 
at Moscow university. He re- 
turned to Ramaiiah in 1972, to 
work for the Arab newspaper 
Al Fajr, published in Jerusal- 
em. He wrote and spoke again- 
st the Israeli occupation. 

These activities may have ir- 
ritated the Israelis but none 
of them was illegal. As Isra- 
el’s Ambassador, Jacob Dor- 
on, said: "Nobody is in prison 
because of their political be- 
liefs." Israel permits commun- 
ists to stand for election in Is- 
rael itself. 

On the West Bank, however, 
ail political parties and their 
activity are banned, and kno- 
wn communists are kept und- 
er surveillance. This has been 
especially so since 1973 when 
the West Bank com- 
munists and the Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation decided 
to form an alliance, which they 
called the Palestine National 
Front. Since Israel regards 
the PLO as a purely terrorist 
organisation it soon saw the 
front in the same light. On 
the night of April 21-22. 1974, 
it moved against the front 
Harb was arrested. 

At the U.N., Ambassador 
Doron said afterwards that 
Israel had only “arrested tho- 
se against whom there was ev- 
idence of criminal offences.” 
But most of those. arrested in 
the sweep were never charged. 
We know of nine men -- one 
of them Harb, and eight of 
them avowed communists 
who were apparently taken to 
Israel's own Palace of the 
End. Three were deported to Jo- 
rdan in 1975; two more were 
allowed to return to their West 
Bank homes in 1976; Harb and 


another were released this ye- 
ar; two are still in prison. No- 
ne has ever been tried, let al- 
one convicted. 

That does not of course, pr- 
ove that none had committed 
an offence. The secretary of 
the Jordanian Communist Par- 
ty has been quoted as saying 
that his West Bank comrades 
had indeed been active. The 
fact remains that Harb denies 
involvement in any criminal 
activity, and no evidence has 
ever been produced. 

It is necessary to spell this 
out only because Ambassador 
Doron has dismissed the alleg- 
tions which follow as "an at- 
tempt to arouse public opin- 
ion and to cover up the crimes 
committed." He. therefore, us- 



es the assertion of unproved 
crimes to brush aside the alle- 
gations of torture. 

The underlying issue remai- 
ns: Even if Haiti and bis co- 
mrades were guilty, how were 
they treated in Israel's Palace 
of the End? 

‘Cupboard’ Ordeal 

ON HARB's account, his first 
meeting with his interrogator 
there ended abruptly. “We kn- 
ow you are against the autho- 
rities; tell usSeverything you 
know," the interrogator said. 
Harb replied that he had no 
information. "All right," the in- 
terrogator said, "You don't 
want to speak.” He gestured 
to the guards, who wore sol- 


diers' uniforms. ‘Take him." 
he said. 

In another room, Harb was 
made to strip, given a mili- 
tary-type overall and photo- 
graphed. Then he was brought 
back to his interrogator. He 
was to see him many times in 
the next 16 days. 

“He was stout, rather dark- 
skinned but not black. Black 
hair, no moustache. His hair 
was a little curly. I don't re- 
member if he had a parting or 
not.” He was, Harb thinks, 
about 170 centimetres - - 5ft 
Tin -- tall, and between 32 and 
40 years old. "He spoke Arabic 
with a Syrian accent.” Harb 
recalls that be always wore 
civilian trousers and a 'short- 
sleeved shirt. 

The first beating began at 
once. "He sat on a table, I 
was on a bench and he began 
to beat me. Fifteen minutes, 
20 minutes, beating with his 
hand across my face," Harb 
says. (Again, Harb warns that 
he may exaggerate the time.) 
Only one question was asked. 
"Do you want to sDeak?" Harb 
repeated that he had nothing 
to say. 

At the end of that first se- 
ssion Harb. blindfolded once 
more with the bag, was led 
away. His handcuffs were re- 
moved, he was stripped of his 
overall, his hands were re-fas- 
tened behind his back and. 
naked apart from the bag over 
his head, he was pushed into 
what he felt was confined sp- 
ace The doer shut Despite 
two air holes in the top of the 
bag, Harb feared he would su- 
ffocate. so by sliding his he- 
ad against the wall he remov- 
ed it. He found himself in a 
tiny, windowless cell, the only 
light coming from a crack un- 
der the door. 

"It was really just a cupbo- 
ard," he says. He thinks it 
was 60 ems (2ft) square, and 
no more than 150 ems (5ft) 
high. 'T am 178 ems and I co- 
uldn't stand up in it" Nor 
was it possible to sit down. 

But the most curious feat- 
ure was the floor. It was con- 
crete. and set into it at close 
but irregular intervals was a 
set of stone spikes. ‘They we- 
re sharp, and they had acute 
edges. They were perhaps one- 
and-a-half or two centimetres 
high. I could not normally st-

Coffee, tea, wheat and that 
yellow thing 


In economic theory we were taught that 
coffee and tea were substitutes, while coffee 
and sugar were complementary goods. 

If the price of coffee goes up. then people 
will demand less of it and buy more tea ins- 
tead, thus pushing the price of tea up. So the 
prices of two substitute goods go up together 
while the quantities go In opposite directions. 

If the price of coffee goes up, then people 
will buy less sugar for their coffee thus caus- 
ing the price of sugar to go down. Therefore 
in case of complementary goods, prices and 
quantities take the same direction. 

If we are to believe in this flow of analysis 
which only applies if we make the heroic 
assumption ceteris paribus, then let us apply it 
to funny extremes. 

Policy makers often explain the shortages 
of certain commodities by one factor, namely 
the increase in population. We know, of course, 
that this shift factor explains long-term trends, 
but not sudden bottlenecks. But for the sake 
of analysis let us accept this and add a few 
ingredients to it. 

They say that when a black-out took New 
York by surprise some odd years ago, the 
birth rate reached its zenith nine months later. 
This indicates that television is the best birth 
control device ever found. 

Judging from this conclusion we may say 
that television sets and onions are substitutes. 


That is the prices take the same direction while 
quantities take opposite directions. Let us 
probe the logic behind this funny relationship. 

If the price of television sets goes up, then 
people wtil buy less of them. Thus the number 
of people who watch television late at night 
will decrease. The New York black-out effect 
will start operating by increasing the number 
of newly-born children. Therefore; the sire of 
the population grows faster causing an increa- 
se in the demand for onions. Thus the price of 
onions increases. So onions and television sets 
are substitute goods. 

The naivete of this argument may be car- 
ried further to the International level. In the 
strange world of politics gold and wheat are 
substitute goods. 

If the Russian wheat harvest is good, the 
Russians will demand less wheat from the U.S. 
and Canada. Thus the price of wheat goes 
down. On the other hand, the quantity of gold 
goes down as well because the Russians wtil 
not surrender it to buy their needed wheat 
Thus the price of gold goes up. So, when the 
price of wheat goes down the price of gold 
goes up. These are substitute commodities. 

Isn’t the same thing applying right now to 
money on the one hand and all other commo- 
dities on the other. While the prices of most 
goods and services go up, the price at money 
is dipping down. 

Let us break that substitution chain, and 
the world will live happily ever after. . . 


and on them. I could stand on 
them but with difficulty and 
pain. I would lift one leg and 
put the other down, and then 
lift that one when it got tired 
and put the other down, and 
so on.” 

Harb thinks he spent three 
or four hours in "the cupboa- 
rd" on his first occasion - - th- 
ough he cautions this may be 
an overestimate. But his rele- 
ase from the place brought no 
relief. 

The door opened. A soldier 
undid Harb’s handcuffs to let 
him dress, then fastened his 
hands in front of him. Because 
Harb had pulled off his hood, 
he was slapped and blindfolded 
again, this time with “some 
kind of spectacles, cloth spec- 
tacles made of a black mate- 
rial." The bag was then put 
over these. Harb was led into 
what he thinks was an open 
courtyard for further treatm- 
ent. 

“There were three or four pf 
them. I judged that by their 
voices. They were beating me. 
and then they said: 'Now go 
down on your bands and kne- 
es'. There were little stones in 
the yard; and they were very 
painful to crawl on." (Particul- 
arly painful for Harb. -he has 
bone deformities protruding 
from his knees.) 

"That continued for about 
an hour, perhaps. I was craw- 
ling around on the ground and 
they were kicking me and be- 
ating me. While I was crawl- 


ing around they rode on me, 
sat on me like a horse.” 

When Harb was at last bro- 
ught to his interrogator once 
more, the man said: "Now see 
your condition.” He then pun- 
ched Harb repeatedly, while he 
and a second interrogator ask- 
ed questions.

I said I 
didn't . . . One of them said I

AL DUSTOUR commented 
on the newly acquired indepen- 
dence of Djibouti The paper 
said that a new Arab state has 
been added to the “Arab gro- 
up.” But independence of Djibo- 
uti. a former French colony, 
instead of adding a new elem- 
ent to (he Arab’s mobilisation 
and national pride is going to 
add problems more than any- 
thing rise. 

Djibouti suffers from the ef- 
fects of the old Somali-Ethlop- 
ian conflict and suffers from 
basic economic problems due 
to its former dependence on Fr- 
ench aid and the French mili- 
tary. It is currently being ask- 
ed to depend on itself or the 
"Arab group”. 

The paper feels it is sad that 
the current Arab situation does 
not allow the Arabs to give 
Djibouti its required strategic 
role nor practical support Like 
all the other Arab countries 
which acquired independence 
such as Kuwait, Mauritania. 
Oman and Bahrain, the inde- 
pendence of Djibouti has star- 
ted new problems. This “stra- 
nge” Arab Worid is unable to 
draw in the newly independent 
states, support than and let 
them cany out their share in 
the Arab-Israeli conflict 

The paper concludes by pos- 
ing two questions: 

1. Why must Djibouti begin 
with problems right after ce- 
lebrations for independence ; 
and 

2. Why don’t the Arabs sup- 
port a poor country Hke Djibo- 
uti that the freedom of its pe- 
ople can add to the Arabs’ na- 
tional pride-

Financiers to meet 
to decide loans for 
costly potash project 

AMMAN (JNA). — A meeting of top-level financiers will take 
place in Amman December to finalise loans for the ever costly 
potash project on the southeastern shores of the Dead Sea. 
A World Bank technical team will also visit in November. 

The December meeting follows an inconclusive conference 
in London last week to discuss finance for the second and 
final stage of the project, according to Mr. Ali Khasawneh, 
Chairman and Director General of the Arab Potash Company, 
who returned from the meeting Sunday. 

Mr. Khasawneh said the company, in agreement with the 
National Planning Council, will provide the financiers during 
their meeting in Amman with an estimate of the loans needed 
to complete the export-orientated project 

The cost of the second stage is now estimated at $400 
million, a considerable increase over recent estimates of $290 
million. A total of $240 million in loans is needed. 

During the opening session of the London meeting. Mr. 
Khasawneh reviewed the executive steps already taken to 
implement the project, together with the company’s program- 
me to exploit such Dead Sea raw materials as potassium, ma- 
gnesium. calcium and bromine. 

He said work is progressing speedily to complete the pro- 
ject so that one million tons of potash is produced from 1981. 
For this reason there is now an overlapping between the first 
and second stages. 

The conference was chaired by the President of the Na- 
tional Planning Council. Dr. Hanna Odeh. It was attended by 
representatives from the Arab Potash Company, the National , 
Planning Council, the Kuwaiti Fund for Arab Economic Deve- 
lopment. the Arab Fund for Social and Economic Develop- ! 
mem, the Islamic Bank at Jeddah, the Arab Investment Com- 
pany, the World Bank, the U.S. Agency for International De- 
velopment and the project's consultants Jacobs and Gibbs. 


Contract signed to 
develop Jarash, Petra 


AMMAN (JNA). — An agreem- 
ent on the preparation of st- 
udies and the drawing up of 
plans for the development of 
Jarash and Petra was signed 
by the Ministry of Tourism and 
Antiquities and an American 
and local company Sunday 
morning. 

The JD 4 million agreement 
includes the preparation of 
final studies and plans for the 
construction in Petra of a 76- 
room hotel, restaurants, a hel- 
iport, new roads and water, 
electricity and sewage netw- 
orks. * 

The two companies will ch- 
oose a suitable site for an 
archaeological research centre, 
a restaurant and a medical ce- 
ntre. 

The agreement also includes 
the drawing up of plans for 
a restaurant for 400 people and 
a sound and light show in Ja- 

rash. 

These projects will be fina- 
nced by the government and 
a World Bank loan. 

The Ministry of Tourism and 
Antiquities will be responsible 
for maintenance and restora- 
tion at the two sites. Minister 
Ghaleb Barakat said Sunday 
after the signature of the ag- 
reement. It has started such 
work on the southern amph- 
itheatre at Jarash and iri var- 
ious parts of Petra.

“I cannot say who they are 
or where we arrested them as 
2 do not wish to hamper inves- 
tigations still being 'carried 
out,” Gen. Prinsloo said. 

The Citizen said they had 
been trained in Angola and th- 
at they were part of a group 
of ten guerrillas that enteral 
the country shortly before the 
June 16 anniversary of last 
year’s racial violence. 

Two of the group we arres- 
ted on Monday two weeks ago, 
when they shot dead two whi- 
tes in central Johannesburg.

WASHINGTON, June 27 (R). 
— The government plans to 
ask U.S. cities other than New 
York and Washington whether 
they would accept flights by 
the supersonic Concorde airli- 
ner, Transportation Secretary 
Brock Adams said yesterday. 

In a television interview, Mr. 
Adams also said that if he de- 
cides to allow permanent Con- 
corde flights to the U.S., Ame- 
rican carriers should have a 
chance to operate the Anglo- 
French plane. 

Concorde is about three mo- 
nths away from completing 16 
months of trial flights to Was- 
hington's Dulles Airport Con- 
corde opponents have blocked 
the start of similar trials at 
New York's Kennedy Airport 

Mr. Adams declined to pre- 
dict how he would rule at the 
end of the Dulles experiment 
but said he hoped to decide by 
the end of the year, without 
waiting for a 16-month trial at 
New York. 

"It involves a fundamental 
decision for us that we faced 
in New York, that this is a 
very noisy airliner," Mr. Ad- 
ams said. 

"New York originally shut 
out the 70Ts and Comets, 
when those jets came in. So 
history is repeating itself.” 

He said a number of other 
airports "have come in and 
said *we’d like the Concorde to 
land, we want the commercial 
traffic’." 

The question, Mr. Adams 
said, is "will there be places 
that will actually want it and 
will accept it?" 

He said the government was 
now trying to determine Con- 
corde’s noise levels and pre- 
sent the results to “a number 
of airports to see really whe- 
ther it is practical to have the 
airplane come in to the United 
States.” 

The American Braniff Airli- 
nes company has already said 
it intends to open a Concorde 
service between Washington 
and Dallas. Texas.

The Johan- 
nesburg Sunday Express said 
the home of a farmer at the 
Limpopo region was burned 
down. 

Blacks had crossed the Lim- 
popo, which is only knee-deep 
during the current dry seas- 
on, and robbed shops, the 
shooting lodge of a Pretoria 
accountant was raided, and a 
bungalow camp of the Full 
Gospel of God Church was 
ransacked.

Quoting Arab diplomatic sources 
in Beirut, the paper said the missiles deal was concluded by Syrian 
President Hafez Assad during a visit to Moscow earlier this year. 
It gave no details about the number or type of missiles. 

* TOKYO, June 27 (R). — Nearly 60 per cent of Japan’s popula- 
tion of 112 million lives in only about two per cent of the country's 
land area, the prime minister’s office said today. 

$ VATICAN CITY, June 27 (R). — Pope Paul today condemned 
rebel French Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre’s intention to ordain 
new priests, saying that his continued disobedience to Vatican 
authority was obstinate, pernicious and endangering the frith of 
believers. "We firmly deplore these ordinations," the Pope said 
in a private address to a consistory of cardinals here today at 
which five new cardinals were to be created. Archbishop Lefeb- 
vre, who yesterday again defied the Vatican by unlawfully ordain- 
ing a priest in France, has said he will go ahead with the ordina- 
tion of 14 priests at his seminary at Econe, Switzerland ,on Wed- 
nesday despite Vatican disapproval. The Pope wrote to Monsignor 
Lefebvre warning him that he risked an "irreparable break” with 
the church, and hinted again today that the rebel archbishop 
risks excommunication. 


Javits : Carter proposals 
increase M.E. war threat 

WASHINGTON, June 27 (R). — Senator Jacob Javits said 
yesterday that President Carter’s Middle East peace propo- 
sals endangered the role of the United States as a mediator 
in the region and increased the threat of another war there. 

Mr. Javits, a prominent Jewish spokesman, said President 
Carter’s persistent calls on Israel for withdrawal to its p re- 
1967 borders and for the establishment of a Palestinian home- 
land before a new Geneva conference were unrealistic. 

He said they could harden Israeli terms for a peace set- 
tlement. 

“This in turn will make it harder for the Arabs to agree”, 
the New York republican said. 

“As a result, the chances for Midast peace may be les- 
sened and the danger of war enhanced by a breakdown in 
the peace-seeking process through over-reaching,” he said. 

The senator’s remarks were prepared before yesterday’s 
published report that Mr. Carter will soon propose a S115 
million sale of tactical weapons and vehicles to Israel. 

Mr. Javits, a senior member of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, said President Carter was asking too much 
of Israel and thereby endangering the position of the U.S. as 
a mediator in the Middle East peace efforts. 

“There are reasons to conclude that the Carter propo- 
sals will not succeed in their objective because they are unr- ■ 
ealistic . . .” the senator said. 

“President Carter is proposing a well-nigh total trade 
of all the Arab territory administrated by Israel for total 
peace,” he added. 

The clash of frustrated Arab illusions -- generated by 
the president's peace proposals -- and the increasing Israeli 
fears “can only produce more not less tensions, and danger 
of yet another Middle East war," he said. 

Two days ago Mr. Javits and Senator Clifford Case of 
New Jersey spent an hour with President Carter discussing 
the Middle East situation.

Sadat raps leftists 
as “Soviet agents” 


CAIRO, June 27 (AFP). — Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat has pub- 
licly described Egypt's leftwing 
political leaders as “Soviet ag- 
ents", a further sign that re- 
lations with the Soviet Union 
remain cool. 

Speaking in a televised chat- 
show last night, he also rep- 
eated thanks to China for a 
shipment of military spare pa- 
rts. 

In an attack on the National 
Progressive Unionist Party 
(NPUP), Mr. Sadat said “we 
want an Egyptian leFt, not a 
Soviet left" 

Mr. Sadat went on to recall 
the abortive coup d'etat of 
May 15, 1971, whose allege- 
dly pro-communist instigators 
received heavy jail terms. Ob- 
servers were reminded of alle- 
gations last January that the 
NPUP had been involved in a 
Libyan and Soviet-backed plot. 

Mr. Mohieddin denied the 
charges, which followed serio- 
us riots sparked by increases 
in the cost of basic commodi- 
ties. Some 80 persons died, 
hundreds were injured and an 
estimated 2,000 arrests were 
made in the rioting. 

The president’^ remarks last 
night came three days after the 
government reported "no prog- 
ress” on improving ties with 
the Soviet Union, despite a 
visit to Moscow this month by 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmi.

SALISBURY. June 27 (AFP). — 
Border tension between Rhodes- 
ia and Zambia took another do- 
wn-turn at the weekend, with 
two incidents in which the 
Rhodesians allege that Zambi- 
an forces staged “unprovok- 
ed" attacks. 

The latest incident was at 
the Kazungula border post in 
the southern-most tip of Za- 
mbia. Combined Operations 
Headquarters here asserted 
that the Zambians fired a bar- 
rage of rocket, mortar and 
small arms fire on Sunday 
afternoon. Rhodesian forces 
retaliated, an official communi- 
que said, adding that there 
were no Rhodesian casualties. 

On Saturday, Zambian tro- 
ops allegedly fired small arms 
across the Victoria Falls Bri- 
dge, injuring no one. On this 
occasion the fire was not re- 
turned. 

The two incidents bring to 
nine the number of alleged ag- 
gressive acts by Zambia since 
May 29. 

Rhodesian government sour- 
ces believe the incidents are 
a prelude to a new and maj- 
or Rhodesian guerrilla offen- 
sive across the north-western 
border with Z amb ia. 

An official communique has 
also announced that 19 guer- 
rillas have been killed in cla- 
shes with Rhodesian troops in 
various parts of the country. 

This brings guerrilla losses 
in the four-year war to 2,600, 
Rhodesian forces deaths in the 
same period being 353. 

So far this month 42 guer- 
rillas have been kitled for the 
loss of 19 Rhodesian troops, 
maintaining the current low 
“kill rate" of two guerrillas for 
every Rhodesian soldier. This 
contrasts sharply with the hi- 
gh level of 12 to one achieved 
at the end of last year.

LEBUS, East Germany, June 
27 (R). — An East German ex- 
press ploughed into a station- 
ary goods train near the Polish 
border early today, setting off 
a fiery explosion in which 27 
people were reported killed, 
the official ADN news agency 
said. 

Villagers in nearby Lebus 
said the express may have been 
directed by mistake from the 
main line on to a local comm- 
uter trade 

They reported hearing a loud 
explosion, with acrid smoke 
rising from the site of the 2 
a.m. collision. 

Police cordoned off the area, 
allowing only East German 
journalists to get to the scene. 

The villagers said the exp- 
ress, travelling from Zittau in 
the southeast to Stralsund on 


the Baltic, did not usually pa- 
ss along the local line. 

“Our track is just a local co- 
mmuter line,” one resident 
said. “It looks as if the express 
may have been switched by 
mistake on to the wrong track.” 

According to one resident, 
the locomotive pulling the ex- 
press exploded on impact and 
was totally burned out. 

ADN said railway workmen, 
firemen and soldiers were un- 
able to put the blaze out for 
some time. 

The agency added that a 
government commission had be- 
en set up to investigate the 
cause of the accident and co- 
ordinate rescue work. 

Lebus, a sleepy village of 
only a few hundred inhabitants, 
ties little more than one kilo- 
metre from the River Oder and 
the Polish border.

Carter, Congress lock horns in 
classic Washington power feud 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (A- 
FP). — President Jimmy Car- 
ter is battling Congress for in- 
fluence in a classic political 
power struggle growing more 
pronounced by the day. 

Five months after entering 
the White House, the presi- 
dent has found that not even 
having a wide majority of his 
own Democratic Party in Con- 
gress has spared him the ac- 
rimony of tiie traditional tus- 
sle. 

His reactions have also be- 
en in the classic political mo- 
ld, running from raising .bis 
voice and threatening to sing- 
le out those blocking his re- 
forms to admitting his errors 
and praising the legislators. 

Now, frustrated by what he 
considers repeated undermin- 
ing of his projects for reform, 
the president has lashed out 
at congressional interference in 
the conduct of foreign policy. 

But the Democrat-dominated 
legislature, which fought for 
Independence under eight ye- 
ars of Republican administra- 
tions until Mr. Carter took of- 
fice, does not appear willing to 
give up any ground. 

As Mr. Carter manoeuvers 
to bring pressure on the new 
Israeli government to show 


moderation, for instance, the 
powerful pro-Israel lobby Is mo- 
bilising its forces in the Sen- 
ate. 

Israel, it is thought, can co- 
unt on a solid majority, of sup- 
port in the Senate of any sub- 
stantive issue. 

The House of Representa- 
tives is also frustrating the pr- 
esident’s foreign policy initia- 
tives in several areas, tying his 
hands in his drive for improv- 
ed relations with Vietnam and 
Cuba. 

The House has passed a bill 
banning economic aid to Han- 
oi even if funneled through in- 
ternational channels, and ste- 
adfastly refused any change in 
the 17-year-old embargo on tr- 
ade with Cuba. 

A presidential plan to with- 
draw U.S. ground troops from 
South Korea within the next 
five years is also being bitter- 
ly .opposed at the capitol, not- 
withstanding the fret that the 
decision is Mr. Carter’s alone 
as commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces. 

Coming in for particularly 
stiff opposition from Congress 
are the administration’s poli- 
cies in Southern Africa, espe- 
cially regarding South Afric- 
an, and a draft treaty giving 
a new status to the Panama 
Canal Zone. 

The Canal Zone treaty, 


whatever its terms, will have 
a tough time being ratified by 
the two-third vote required in 
the Senate. 

Indeed, on virtually all for- 
eign policy proposals -- inclu- 
ding those aimed at increasing 
respect for human rights and 
limiting the spread of strate- 
gic weapons -- the administra- 
tion can expect to be tackled 
by Congress. 

The snags, ranging from ex- 
tended debates to fierce at- 
tacks, do not always result 
hi compromise. 

The reason Is clear. Mr. Car- 
ter does not have any power- 
ful congressional allies such 
as other presidents had, espe- 
cially those who spent years 
on Capitol Hill like Lyndon 
Johnson and Gerald Ford. 

Mr. Carter, the former Gov- 
ernor of Georgia, cannot even 
count on the support of the 
weighty “southern bloc” or on 
the unconditional backing of 
legislators from his state. 

The Georgia congressmen, 
most of them die-hard conser- 
vatives, generally vote with 
the Republicans against the 
president 

Part of the president's prob- 
lem is that, having based his 
election campaign on anti-es- 
tablishment themes, he ' now 
must reap the grapes of wra- 
th. 


Another snag stems from 
the fact that Mr. Carter and 
his advisers, many of them 
newcomers to Washington, la- 
ck a gut feel for dealing with 
the idiosyncracies of top cong- 
ressional leaders in the well- 
oiled way of previous adminis- 
trations. 

Far from taking the edge off

Influence of the foreign af- 
fairs panel has waned partly 
because of the advanced age 
of its 77-year-old chairman, 
John Sparkman, and partly be- 
cause other committees and 
younger members of Congress 
are increasingly demanding a 
voice in policy-malting. 

The adoption by the House 
this week of an amendment 
banning U.S. aid for develop- 
ment in seven countries regar- 
ded as violating human rights 
demonstrated that the Carter 
administration is far from con- 
trolling Congress. 

If the House vote is con- 
firmed by the Senate, it would 
amount to a serious setback 
for the president, who would 
be m effect hamstrung by the 
legislation in conducting fore- 
ign affairs.

On Catalonian and Basque 
separatist demands, Senor Su- 
arez said some measures had 
already been taken. Final ste- 
ps, however, could only be ta- 


ken with leaders who had the 
people's mandate to negotia- 
te solutions. The general elec- 
tion had now named those 
men, he said. But he pointed 
out that autonomous formul- 
as had to take into account 
different regional realities. 

Senor Suarez said the army 
would respect the popular 
will so long as there was no 
threat to national unity, secu- 
rity or the country's instituti- 
ons. 

He told I 'Express he planned 
to make more fundamental re- 
forms than the right would 
accept, but wanted neither the 
ideology nor methods of Mar- 
xism. He planned to correct so- 
cial inequalities and set up a 
new economic system. 

On foreign policy, he said 
Spain would probably seek me- 
mbership of the European Co- 
mmon Market and it would 
be “logical” for it to play a 
role in NATO (North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organisation), but it 
would be up to the Spanish pe- 
ople to pronounce on these is- 
sues. he 'said.

PARIS, June 27 (AFP). — 
Relations have deteriorated so 
rapidly between the French 
Socialist and Communist par- 
ties in the past two weeks that 
observers here are starting to 
cast doubt on the likelihood of 
victory by the united left in 
next year’s general election. 

The same fortnight has se- 
en a sudden end to months of 
tensidn straining the unity of 
the parties backing President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing and 
his government. Leaders of the 
Centrist and Republican par- 
ties have agreed to meet Gaul- 
list Rally for the Republic 
(RPR) chief Jacques Chirac for 
an election strategy “summit" 
in the first half of next month. 

Observers further wonder if

1978. 

In particular, they reproach 
the Communists for personal 
attacks on Mr. Mitterrand, des- 
cribed as the domineering pro- 
mulgator of diktats. 

Mr. Chirac, meanwhile, las 
managed to sooth passions on 
the right, and next month’s 
meeting may well produce the 
“majority pact" he proposed 
several months back. 

If so. observers will have to 
start revising their predictio- 
ns.

French-lraqi ties are strengthened 


BAGHDAD, June 27 (AFP). 
— France and Iraq, in a joint 
communique winding up a two- 
day visit here by French Pre- 
mier Raymond Barre, have re- 
affirmed their desire to con- 
solidate their relations and to 
increase cooperation. 

Mr. Barre held talks during 
his visit with Vice President 
of the Traqi Revolutionary Co- 
mmand Council Saddam Huss- 
ein Takriti. These had been 
held in “a climate of reciprocal 
trust," the communique said. 

The two countries had revi- 
ewed a wide range of prob- 
lems and Mr. Takriti had ac- 
cepted an invitation to visit Fr- 
ance at the end of this year. 

On the Middle East situa- 
tion, the communique said, bo- 
th France and Iraq bad con- 
firmed their traditional and al- 
ready widely-known positions. 
The achievement of a just and 


durable peace in the Middle 
East relied upon a withdrawal 
of Israeli forces from occu- 
pied territories and the recog- 
nition of the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people, the 
communique said. 

The communique stressed 
the importance both sides at- 
tached to relations between the 
Arab states and the member 
nations of the European Eco- 
nomic Community (EEC). 

These relations were impor- 
tant "Within the framework of 
the Euro-Arab dialogue, the 
object of which is the achieve- 
ment of a rapprochement and 
an entente dictated by a com- 
plementarity of interests and 
the mutual balance of these in- 
terests.” the statement said. 

Both signatories to the com- 
munique also emphasised the 
importance of dialogue betwe- 
en industrialised nations and
